O.N. 106(El.—Whereas the Election Commission of India is satisfied that 
as a result of its poll performance at the general election to the House of 
the People, 1989 from fne State of Uttar Pradesh, “Bahujan S'amaj Parly”, a 
recognised State Party in the State of Punjab is entitled for recognition ^ a 
State Party in the State of Uttar Pradesh in terms of paragraph 6 of the 
Election Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968; 

And whereas the Election Commission has decided to recognise the 
Bahujan S.iinaj Party a.s a State Party in the State of Uttar Pradesh and rescfve 
the symbol ‘Elephant’ for the said party in that State; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of clauses (b) and (d) of sub-paragraph (1) 
and sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 17 of the Election Symbols (Reservation 
and Allotment) Order, 1968, the Election Commission hereby makes the 
following amendments in its notification No. 56(89, dated 23rd October, 1989, 
published as O.N. 162(E), in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, 
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section 3(iii), dated the 26th October, 1989, as amended from time to time, 
namely :— 

(i) In Table II of the said notification under columns (1), (2) and 

(3), after entry “Tripura.Two Leaves”, entries 

“Uttar Pradesh”, “Bahujan Samaj Party" and “Elephant” SHALL 
BE ADDED, respectively; 

(ii) In Table IV of the said notification against item “21. Uttar Pradesh” 
under column (2), the entry at S. No. “9. Elephant” SHALL BE 
DEI F.iED; and the existing entries 10 to 82 shall be RE¬ 
NUMBERED to read as 9 to 81, respectively.
